The Rainier, badly damaged and 


in a. waterlogged condition, is adrift 
in the straits. The crew, with the 
exception of the captain and three

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PLEDGES FULFILLED. 


Farmers the country over, who understand 


•omething of world market conditions and that 
curtailed consumption in Europe is responsible 
for the over-production of certain agricultural 
products, do not listen kindly to the appeals 
•which are being sounded by politicians who 
claim to be speaking for them in the Middle 
West. They have only to recall the days before 
the passage of the tariff net and to rejoice iu 
that act's adoption to realize where prices 
would be if American produce 
were 
not 


protected. 


One of the promises of the campaign of 1920 


was to aid American agriculture and that 
program has been carried out. 2s'o promises 
were made that all classes of agriculture would 
be prosperous every year, for no such promise 
if sincere is possible from any source. 
The 


fanner has been protected from destructive 
competition from abroad and has been extended 
financial 91^11 facilities similar to those en- 
joyed in other lines of business. It took a 
special-session of Congress to enact the Emer- 
gency Tariff Lav,', and it is notable that most 
of the criticism directed at that law was from 
those who believed the farmer was being given 
too much of benefits. The Farm Credits Law 
was enacted at the regular session on lines 
indicated by leading spokesmen of agricul- 
tural constituencies. It is doubtful if anyone 
could point to any specific measure which Con- 
gress could have enacted more fully meeting 
the promise of aid to American agriculture. 


Into the campaign of 1924 the Republican 


party can go with a splendid record of pledges 
fulfilled. 
There is the establishment of the 


budget system which lias eliminated waste mid 
turned a deficit into a surplus; there is the 
reduction of taxes which has seen the so-called 
"nuisance" taxes repealed, and the lessening 
of the burdens on small income taxpayers by 
an 
increase in exemptions. 
Reduction of 


Federal expenditures has paved the way for 
further cuts. 


Notable among the party pledges was one io 


promote world i>eacc. 
At a conference in 


Washington five leading countries of the world 
settled problems that threatened to be the 
cause of war, agreed upon a limitation of arma- 
ments and took what even critics of the admin- 
istration acknowledge to have been the greatest 
single step ever taken for the promotion of 
peace. 


Along with the fulfillment of these major 


promises the administration has much else to 
its credit. It has provided adequate care for 
those who wi.-re injured in body or health iu 
the world war: it has established economic 
policies which have given a job to every man 
who wishes Io work, whereas there were four 
million men out of employment when this 
administration came into power; it has greatly 
reduced ex [-en did) res for the military estab- 
lishment; it has given the transportation sys- 
tem an opportunity io extricate itself from the 
destructive .scrambling process practiced by 
the preceding administration; it has kept this 
country free from entangling alliances at the 
game time that it has extended every proper aid 
to the other nations of the earth; it has en- 
couraged private enterprise to go ahead in the 
development of the industrial re.suroes of the 
country ; it has faithfully endeavored to enforce 
the laws of the nation; it has adopted and 
administered a restrictive immigration law 
which has improved the

quality of immigrants.

In line with approved modern methods is the 


plan for an expert survey of the proposed Oak- 
land harbor program of improvements. 
The 


people who are going to vote bonds for the 
work will wish to be sure that the project has 
the approval of men of wide experience in 
similar large problems. 


The men who are g 
to pass upon the 


Oakland harbor have no personal interests in 
this city and will look upon the plans purely 
from an engineering standpoint. The informa- 
tion winch comes out of their survey is estab- 
lishing a definite and scientific outline to the 
program. It represents the -right sort of a pre- 
liminary to a bond proposal. 


Nothing is of more, importance to this city 


than the development of its harbor. The har- 
bor is Oakland's chief asset; it is the largest 
cause of the community's development, and it 
brings new factories here 
weekly on the 


strength of the facilities for the meeting of rail 
and water. There is every evidence that the 
city recognizes the value of its harbor and that 
the voters will be generous in its development 
when they are satisfied that the money will be 
spent to the best advantage, along scientific 
lines and looking to the future. 


SUPPORTING DR. CAMPBELL. 


In view of the recently announced program 


for the University of California,'~an investiga- 
tion conducted by Northwestern University 
into the cause of flunking is of local interest. 
It was found there that ,16 per cent of the 
undergraduates do not keep up to their classes. 
Not the number but the reason is surprising. 


Tests to determine the average intelligence 


of the delinquent group did not show that they 
were those who had entered college unprepared. 
Instead they indicated the flunkers, or "those 
who fell behind, were the mental equals of the 
general student body. 
Too much play, not 


enough study and 
diversified thinking were 


given in the report as the main causes. 


A plan has been adopted at the University of 


California to make the requirements a little, 
stiffer. 
Elsewhere lack of room has forced 


colleges to refuse applicants. 
The North- 


western 
investigation indicates 
that 
while 


higher requirements may eliminate a certain 
proportion of those who would otherwise fall 
behind, there still remains a problem. 
Many 


of the delinquents at the eastern college de- 
veloped 
after their 
freshman year. 
Social 


activities, athletics, and activities outside of 
the classroom were responsible for this "diver- 
sified thinking" which robbed attention from 
books and lectures. 
fl 


The program announced by President Camp- 


bell took this into consideration before the 
Northwestern inquiry was complete. He is 
seeking to change the emphasis of college life 
and without abolishing athletics or social 
activities, would place scholastic accomplish- 
ment first. 
For Dr. Campbell the North- 


western investigation has nothing that is new. 
It is, however, important in its justification 
of the program at California's university.

ALL BUT UNKNOWN. 


Very little stir was occasioned iu the world

Not even one in ten of those persons who have 
steamed by a part of Asir on the liners which 
traver.se the Suez Canal know anything of the 
country or of the Emir. 


On the shore of the same Red Sea which was 


crossed dry-shod by the children of Israel is 
the low-lying and desert-hot border of Asir. As 
the natives are Mohammedans and the avowed 
enemies of Christian!?, almost nothing is known 
of the place. 
The explorer is forced to risk 


unbearable heat and hostile attack. Nominally 
(he Turkish Empire included Asir but scarcely 
an inhabitant of the land owned the allegiance. 
Hack of the desert strip which borders the Bed 
Sea arc some low mountains, then higher ones 
rising from 0000 to 8000 feet. Still further in- 
land is a high plateau where there is rainfall, 
water, trees and gardens. Streams which have 
their source here move toward the sea but are 
lost in the desert l>efore they roach their goal. 


A part of this plateau and all of the low- 


lands was ruled by the Emir. 
Many of the 


highland inhabitants and the nomads near the 
borders refused to acknowledge him. In truth, 
if the meager accounts are true, he was not 
much of a sovereign for, with advantage of 
arms, food and supplies sent to him by Eng- 
land in the World War, he was unable to dis- 
lodge so much ns a single Turkish garrison. 


Asir borders a canal through which an al- 


most unbroken line of passengers and freight 
ships pass.

All agree that there has been an 


unprecedented amount of exposure 
on 
tho

though certainly the 
males keep 


their bodies better covered than the 
females do. 


The annual suicide rate Is about 


6364 among males and only 2426 
among females, 
but the statistics

Ten years ago the public health 


authorities were -teaching that all 
alleged "colds"

cable, but last year they backed 
down on that teaching, giving 10 
per cent off for popular approval. 
Now the public health authorities 
teach that we have 100,000,000 al- 
leged "colds" In the United States 
annually, and 90,000,000 of 'em are 
still contracted through 
infection 


the other 10,000,000 evidently just 
springing up after the fashion of 
Topsy. 


In some communities those who 


do the health work in the schools 
are excluding from 
school every 


child who has an,alleged "cold," 
on the ground that the presence of 
such a child in the schoolroom is 
a menace to the health and, safety 
of the other 
children. 
In 
other 


communities these nurses exercise 
their 
own 
discretion, 
admitting 


pupils with alleged "colds" even to 
the swimming pool, 
or excluding 


them from 
school, according 
to 


whim. 


Voluntary isolation of the fright- 


fully common "cold"—as folks will 
call respiratory diseases when they 
don't know just what is the matter 
—is a golden rule of hygiene. This 
will probably never be observed in 
this world to any appreciable ex- 
tent; one's safety demands constant 
watchfulness and suspicion'of any- 
thing 
resembling a 
"slight cold," 


that one 
may 
keep 
beyond the 


range of ordinary spray infection 
from the 
talking 
person 
which 


range is less than five feet.

To Arrive 


TO UNITED STATES 


Only Seven Thousand Came 


to This Country in Past 


Three Months. 


In the first three months of 1023, 


trhlch Is as far as statistics are 
avallnble, the total number of Immi- 
grants from Italy, according to fig- 
ures of the Italian Bureau of Immi- 
gration forwarded to tho Depart- 
ment of "Commerce by Commercial 
Attache H. C. Mflcljean, was 33,110, 
of which 19.481, went to the Ar- 
gentine, and 
7348 
to tho United 


States, and 4421 to Brazil. In this 
connection It must be remembered 
that the Italian quota for lha Unit- 
ed States Is usually exhausted In j 
tha first six month;? of the year so 
that the movement Is necessarily 
light from January to June. 
It would hardly he proper to 


multiply 33,000 by fovir to get the 
estimated emigration for 1923, Blnco 
the movement Is of a more or less 
seasonal character, but 
doing so 


solely to get a rough basis of com- 
parison, the figures would ho 132,000, 
against 277,000 In 1922 anrt 279,000 
In 1921. In the five years 1910-1914 
the average yearly Immigration of

accommodate

habits of diet and exercise to 
them. 
In America we cut too

horses to stampede into wild runa- 
ways, same tin first horseless car- 
riage ever seen west of the 
Rocky 


Mountains. 


This happened In 1896 and the 


man who steered the wlerd looking 
carriage was W. E. Elliott, of Oak- 
land. He had spent a year building 
the car and now Oaklanders were 
having their first sight of an auto- 
mobile. 
They called them horse- 


less carriages and motor - buggies 
then and the mere sight of one was 
pretext for any emotion from pro- 
fanity to panic. 
TIRE TROUBM3 BEGINS. 
, This first "Elliott" machine with 
its buggy seat, two levers, sprocket 
wheel F.nd water tank, 
however, 


had some difficulty in progression 
for its 700 pounds was too much for 
the light bicycle tires on the 
four 


wire wheels. 
Therefore the trial 


trip was somewhat relayed. 
Two 


blocks unimpeded then—hang! 
A 


tire gone! 
On the second try-out 


four blocks gained when .another 
tire flattened out and another re- 
turn trip to the starting place. But- 
a tire or two was mere Incident to 
tho, near tragedy which took place 
on this first car's maiden trip. 


Elliott, at h!s home, 732 Strat- 


ford Road, relates the story. 


"The first.time I drove the ma- 


chine, I had gone bu a block when 
I met a little Irishman driving a 
dump cart. He sat up on the side 
of the cart with his feet resting on 
the shAft. 
He was so amazed and 


startled at seeing the horseless car- 
riage that he fell off the cart and 
broke his leg. 
Then he' tried to 


make me pay all his hospital ex- 
penses. I was lucky to get off for 
?20." 


"I did not keep account of the 


cost of my first machine but the 
third one I built cost me in 
thf> 


neighborhood of $800. It had four- 
Inch tires and a two-cylinder gas 
engine. 


"I soon exchanged the light tires 


for 
four-Inch tires and one day 


made my first long ^rlp. 
I went to 


Alameda nntl back." 
Then I took 


the fnmlly on a 30-mile drive. 
We 


left at 4 o'clock In the morning and 
arrived nt our destination at 2 p. 
in. 
Every horse we met on the 


road ran away and every driver 
cursed us. 
Our object in starting 


at that time In the morning was to 
avoid meeting any vehicles but I 
thinlc every horse in the county 
wns on the road.

I wngon nnd when we had 
passed 


f there were milk cans strewn along 
the rond nil tho way to Frultvale. -

"Ones we found ourselves on a 


narrow winding road. We had just 
pnssed through a small village nnd 
had not seen anything of a stage- 
coach but all at once we heard a 
rumbling noise and looked around. 
The 
six horses

upon us. We drove into the bank 
and waited. 
They passed us at a 


wild gallop. Soon after along came 
the stage driver and the hostler. 
We stopped them. 
" 'Where did that stage 
come 


from ?' we 
asked. 
'The 
horses 


were hitchjjci ,and locked 
In 
the 


stable,' they answered, 'when you 
went through town you made so 
much noise you scared the horses 
and they went right through tho 
barn door and ran away!' "

purposes in the state of California. 
Elliott has owned over 20 cars since 
his first horseless carriage with the 
bicycle tires, not counting the nu- 
merous cars he built in that time.
